FROM THE RELIG!}06US REMEMBRANCER. 
MORAVIAN MISSION, 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. Lewis Stobwasser, one of the Mo- 
ravian Missionaries in the Island of Antigua, to the Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Sautter, now on his return thither, after a visit to the 
United States; givirg an account of* the consecration of a new 
Church for a fourth Missionary Settlement of the Brethren in 
that Island; dated 

“Antigua, Dec. 21, 1818. 


“In the first days of Dec. I spoke with those who had been pro- 
pounded’ fur the privileges of the church to which they were to be 
admitted on the ensuing | .ord’s day, at the consecration of our new 
place of worship. i fon: J cause to rejoice over their desire for 
the salvation of their souls, One of the candidates declared, that it 
was now his only desire to be fully delivered from the power of 
sin and satan, and to be assured that his soul should not go to 
hell, but meet the Lord in eternal joys.” 

Alt ‘yr mentioning the arrival of different missionaries from St. 
Johns, Gracehil! and Gracebay, where the brethren have numerous 
cougregations under their care, the writer proceeds: “So largea 
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* company of our missionary brethren and sisters, as met on the 
Lord’s day, Dec. 6th, were never before assembled at this place. 
Several ladies and gentlemen of our well-wishers in the neighbour- 
hood, also came to take share m our celebration. “eanwhile, on 
all roads and paths, people were seen flocking from all quarters of 
the island; and soon after 10 o’clock, the church was quite filled, 
(its dimensions 61 by 27 feet in the clear.) whilst large companies 
still continued to arrive. Near 11 o’clock, brother Richter from 
St. Johu’s, opened the service with a hymn adanted to this solemn 
occasion; and next, in an appropriate address, called upon his hear- 
ers to unite in giving thanks to the Lord, who nad graciously looked 
upon the nec essities of the negroes in this part of the island, and 
in mercy permitted us to see this day of rejoicing. After singing 
another hymn, we knelt down, offering fervent thanks to the Lord, 
our God and Saviour, béshechihe him to consecrate this house by 
his presence. and to canse the word of atonement to dwell here 
richly. in al! purity antl simplicity, Rising. from prayer, the mis- 
sionaries joined ina suitable anthem of pra ise, OF white people A 
among whom were several owners of plantations, a greater nam. 
ber were present than I ever saw in any of our neetings in this is- 
land. A sermon followed; previous to which, our confess on of 
faith was read. After this discourse from Rev. iii, 10; I had the 
favour to baptize two adults into 19 death of Jesus, calling them 
Peter and Magdalen. Next, the classes of new people and of can- 
didates, were attended tu by the brethren Hoch from Gracebay, 
and Ellis from St. Johns. Thirteen persons were alded to the lat- 
tei; and four. who had heen exeln: ded, re-added to their number, 
We then had a love-feast with the members of this and the three 
other consregations, who were present from all parts of the island. 
brother ‘Tav'or from Gracehill, spoke on Is. Ix. 21. Five men and 
one female were added to the congreesation. and one man was re- 
admitted. The whole was concluded with fervent prayer. Not- 
withstanding the great mu'titude of people collected, which seemed 
three times more than would have filied the church, the greatest 
order and attention prevailed, The countesauces of the negroes 
beamed with joy. and many tears of gratitude to our Saviour were 
shed. Surely. the Lord, though unseen, walked in the midst of us, 
and owned this cun: sregzation,”” 


FROM THE LONDON BAPTIST MAGAZINE. 
MISSION AT BURMAH. 
The foliowing pleasing account is extracted from a communication 
of Mr. Judson, under date of March 7, 1817. 

As I was sitting with my teacher, as usual, a Burman of respect- 
able appearance, and followed by a servant, came "P the steps and 
satdown by me. I asked hin the usual question, Where he came 
from? and received no explicit reply. So toatl ie gan to suspect 
that he had come from the government-house, to inforce a trifling 
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request which in the morning we had declined. He soon, however, . 
undeceived and astonished me, by asking, ‘“tlow long will it take 
me to learn the religion of Jesus?” I replied, that such a ques- 
tion could not be answered. . If God gave light and wisdom, the re- 
ligion of Jesus was soon learnt ; but without God, a man might 
study all his life long. and make no proficiency. But how conti- 
nued I, came vou to know any tning of Jesus? Have you been here 
before? “No.” Have you seen any writings concerning Jesus? “+I 
have seen two little books.” Who is Jesus? “He is “the Son of 
God, who, pitying creatures, came into this world, and suffered 
death j in their stead.”” Who is God? “He isa Beine. without be- 
ginning or end, who is not subject to old age or death, but always 
is.’ I cannot tell how I felt at this moment. 

This was the first acknowledgement of an eternal God, that I had 
ever heard from the lips of a Burman. I handed bim a tract and 
catechism, both which he instantly recognized, and read here and 
there, making occasional remarks to his followers, such as, ‘This 
is the true God—this is the right way,” &c. I now tried to tell 
him some things about Ged and Christ, and himself; buthe did not 
listen with much attention, and seemed anxious oniy to get another 
book. I had already told him two or three times, that [1 had finish- 
ed no other books; but that in two or three months I would give 
him a larger one, which I was now daily employed in translating. 
“But,” replied he, “Have you not a little of that book done, which 
you will graciously give me now?’ And I, beginning to think that 
Gou’s time is better than ours, folded and gave him the two first 
half-sheets, which contain the first five chapters of Matthew; on 
which he instantly rose, as if his business was al! done, and having 
received an invitation to come again, took leave. 

Throughout this short stay he appeared different from any Bur- 
mans [have yet met with. He asked no question about customs 
and manners, with which the Burmans teaze us exceedingly. He 
had no curiesity. and no desire for any thing, but **more ‘of this 
sort of writing.” In fine, his conduct proved that he had some- 
thing upon his mind, and I caunet but hope that I shall have to 
Ww rite about him again.

Copy of a letter of recent date, from Mrs. Judson, wife of an Ame- 
rican Missionary at Rangoon, toa lady in Scotland. 


My pear Mapam.—While reading over your kind and affection- 
ate letter. which I received a few days ago, I feel renewedly im- 
pressed with toe peculiarity of that union, , of which the gospel of 
Jesus is product ive in the hearts of perfect strangers. It unites 
them like children of one family, like friends of early youth— 
though entire!y unacquainted with every other trait of character; 
it produces an affect ion, and the source of all happiness. Some- 
thing of this affection, [ would humbly hope, 1s now felt in my heart 
bnvands you, my dear Madam, and urges my writing. It is ani- 


mating and encouraging to us to see the friends of Jesus so much 
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engaged, and making such exertions for the introduction and spread 
of the gospel in heathen lands. We feel their exertions will be 
blessed, their prayers must be heard, and that the heathen will 
shortly be given to Jesus for his inheritance, and this earth for his 
possession. It is now four years and a half since we toak up our 
residence in this heathen land, and began to make preparations for 
the promulgation of the gospel here. ‘We find the Burmans, as we 
expected, almost children of nature in regard to improvements ol 
the mind, and advance in the arts and sciences. But in point of 
superstition, blindness of mind and strength of attachment to an 
idolatrous religion, they are not surpassed by any nation on earth. 
We find them fast bonnd in Satan’s chain, without a wish to be li- 
berated, or a desire to hear that a Deliverer is nears; and were our 
hope of their conversion founded on the stre noth of reason, tire 
power of eloquence, or the art of persuasion, we should long since 
have relinquished our object, and returned to our native coun try, 
there to mourn over their fatal delusion. But we see an Almighty 

arm, which is able to burst their chains, however stroug; to give 
sight to behold their delusion,.to unstop deaf ears to hear the voice 
of mercy, and to give a humbie broken heart. whieh will gratetully 
accept of this Deliverer in ail his offices. That preparations are 
making for this display of Divine power and mercy, we have not 
the least shadow of a doubt; but how long our Heavenly Father 
will see fit to delay this manifestation of his merc ¥s 18 kus wn only 
to himself. We are only permitted to use the means; itis the pre 

rogative of God alone to change the heart.

about the new religion. Some Jisten with attention, some are care- 
less,and some manifest their hatred to the truths of the gospel. I 
have at times had considerable hopes that two or three of them were 
seriously inquiring what would become of them after death; but 
whether it is any thing lasting, time alone will determine. Last 
Sabbath, in conversing with one of them, I inquired, if she still 
went to the pagoda to worship? She replied. she worshipped the 
true God, and prayed to him. T asked her how she knew he was the 
true God, rather than Goudama? She said because his character 
was more excellent. Another of them, who is an old woman, and 
has attended on my instructions more than a year, (on hearing me 
say. that good works, such as making offerings to pagoda’s priests, 
so far from justifying them in the sight of God, would heighten 
their condemnation,) said, if her parents and grand-parents had 
gone to hell with all their good works on their heads, then she was 
willing to go too. O, my dear madam, you can never know how 
dark and depraved is that mind which is accustomed to think sin of 
a trivial nature, God a king, like man, and hell short of duration; a 
mind that is familiar with idolatry. that is actuated only from a 
principle of selfishness in its most religious duties. Neither can 
you conceive of the difficulty of breaking through this thick dark- 
ness, by the introduction of the rays of divine truth. But let us 
rejoice in the freeness and richness of that grace that can overcome 
all these impediments; which can commence, carry on, and perfect 
that work, which is cause of admiration to men, of joy and wonder 
toangels. Pray for these poor Burmans. When you feel your 
soul bowed down under a sense of sin, melted with the love of 
Christ, and filled with holy consolations, produced by the discovery 
of the perfections of Jehovah, think my dear madam, of these Bur- 
mans, who are almost bowed down tw hell with the weight of sin. 
They know it not who they have no Saviour to jeve, and no higher 
happiness than what this world produces, Think of this, and weep 
and pray for the poor perishing Burman. The prayer of a righteous 
man ayaileth much. God has styled himself a prayer-hearing God. 
The heathens are perishing, and the bands of missionaries need 
holding up Forgive the length of this, and believe me when I say 
another letter would eladden the heart of

DOMESTIC. 
RELIGIOUS TRACT SOCIETY OF BALTIMORE. 


The annual meeting of this Society was held in St. Peter’s church, 
Sharp street, on Monday evening the 10th inst. A numerous and 
respectable auditory assembled on the eccasion. The Rev. Mr. 
Duncan opened the meeting by prayer, and read the annual report; 
presented by the managers, as follows: 
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Third Annual Report of the Religious Tract Society of Baltimore. 


The Board of managers for the Tract Society of Baltimore, would 
again congratulate the patrons of their labours, on the anniversary 
of their institution. ‘The review to which it directs their attention, 
is in many respects a pleasing one and affords an opportunity of 
announcing the further progress of that good and holy work, in 
which, with a multitude of others they have cheerfully engaged. 
Though, apparently, it be but little they have effected, and the re- 
cord of their deeds be simple and short, yet that little was worth 
the means expended; and combined with other operations of a si- 
milar character, conducted in the faith and love of the Master’s 
appearing, may in his good Providence, serve to introduce results 
inconceivably momentous to the Christian world: his faithfulness 
stands pledged, his glory is involved, and in his own good time 
shall his coming be revealed, and the kingdoms of the world be 
claimed as his rightful possession, 

The spirit of prophecy, casting her vivid glance far beyond the 
period in which holy men were inspired to utter ber messages, has 
scanned the measure of glory reserved for these latter years, and 
assured us of ultimate success. What has already been done, has 
exhibited the faith, zeal and principles of the Christian church in such 
a novel lustre, as to attract the universal gaze; 1s even now shed- 
ing the anticipated glories of a millenial day in increasing radiance 
around all christian associations, and distinctly evinces their coin- 
cidence with ancient prophecies. The ded reigns; his super- 
intending Providence affurds to Christian benevolence ample secu- 
rity in its own application; and though a tract, silent and brief, in 
our hands would be imbecility itself, yet in His, it shall be an all 
powerful mean, and committed to Ins agency has already roused 
many a careless sinner, cheered the desponding and confirwed the 
trembling believer. In his blessing is our hope; and believing that 
what he has said he will do, the managers wouid determinedly per- 
severe, anxious to be employed as instruments to usher in his 
coming. 

The managers have yet to complain that their resources are ex- 
ceedingly limited; and that their pecuniary embarrassments have 
shut up many an avenue to their usefulness, they would giadiyv have 
explored. But itis in their power to report, that the splere of their 
exertion has been considerably extended; that during the past year 
they have pursued the path marked out for them, with as steady and 
rapid a step as their funds would jusiify; that they have even ven- 
tured beyond their scanty means, heping to excite a kindred feel- 
ing of satisfaction in the bosom of their fellow christians, anc to 
obtain a larger share of their benevolent contributions than they 
have yetreceived. The Treasurer’s report, appended to this docu- 
ment, will shew a balance cue to him of $150 80. At tie com- 
mencethent of the vear, the board purchased four thousand eight 
hundred and Sixt) -tnree tracts ivdm the Philadelphia Tract So- 
ciety. Jt iad been their uniform practice to procure the Tracts 
they distr:buted, | other secieties, who anuuaily priated large 
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numbers for sale. But judging they could accomplish their object 
with greater facility and at much less expense, by employing a 
printer for themselves, at different periods, sixty thousand ‘Tracts 
have been issued from the press by their order. Of these, thirty- 
nine thousand, six hundred and thirteen, have been sold or distri- 
buted, leaving on hand a remnant of twenty-five thousand two hun- 
dred and fifty: a broken assortment which the managers, for want 
of funds, have not yet had in their power to complete. 

According to the foregoing statement, the amount of Tracts dis- 
tributed during the past year, above those distributed throug) the 
preceding year, is twenty-eight thousand and sixty-three; aud the 
whole amount distributed by this society, is fifty-three thousand 
two hundred and forty-eight—each Tract a messenger from the 
Lord, to admonish its perishing recipient of things that concern the 
life to.come. and another restraint to hold in check the lusts that 
distract and defile the life that now is. Jehovah himself gave it its 
commission, and will secure its effect to the praise of the glory of 


his own grace. 
The managers further state that a circular has been addressed to 


several Tract Societies, through their officers, soliciting a regular 
correspondence, with a view of reciprocating intelligence on the 
state of our respective institutions, and an exchange of publications 
which either may issue from the press; heping thereby to obtain a 
greater variety of Tracts for distribution. ‘Ihis letter has been ad- 
dressed to Jos. Tarn, Esq. London; Samuel Hope, Esq. Liverpool; 
Wim. Wooles, Esq. and Rev. J. Swite, Bristol; and Wm.M. Gavin, 
Esq. Glasgow. 
A reply ; has as yet been received only from Mr. Hope of Liver- 
ool, cordially acquiescing in our views, and informing us that a 
complete set of all their publications would be forwar ded; which has 
been received.

Edward Johnson, Esq. mayor of the city, was then called to the 
chair,and R. M. Hal! appointed Secretary. 

The annual report being accepted by the society, the Rev. Mr. 
Henshaw, addressed the chair, and in an eloquent speech, pointed 
out the object and views of this society, and the influence which it 
is calculated to produce on the hearts and lives of men; and made 
a powerful appeal in its behalf. Atter these remarks, the speaker 
moved “that five thousand copies of the report, together with the 
constitution, and a list of subscribers, be printed and circulated in 
the form of a Tract.”

Mr, Osgood, at the close of his 
address, moved, that the thanks of the meeting be presented to the 
officers and managers of the society, for their exertions during the 
past year—the motion was seconded by Mr. Boisseau, and unani- 
mously carried.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Yesterday the third anniversary of the American Bible Society 
was celebrated in this city. Agreeably to previous arrangements 
the officers and members of the society, met at the New-York lose 
tution at ten o’clock, A. M. and proceeded tu the Assembly Room 
of the City Hotel, kept by Mr. Jennings. in Broadway. At eleven, 
the Hon. Elias Bondipot. president of the society, tuok the chair, 
when, after the reading of the 96th Psalm by the Rev. Mr. Miin LOK’, 
rector of St. George’s church in this city and secretary for do nes- 
tic cor respondence of the society, the meeting was opened by an 
impressive, affectionate, and fervent address of the president. Tire 
annual report of the society, containing an interesting and highly 
satisfactory account of the proceedings of the board for the past 
year, was then read by the Rev. James M. Matthews. pastor of the 
Dutch church in Garden str eet, in tius city. By this docume: 
it appears. that the society have printed . during the past year. 
47,320 copies of the Bible, and 24,000 copies of the New Testa- 
ment; and duriug the three years of its existence, 105. mat copies 
of the Bible and Testameot. The amount of its Gade received 
during the past year, is B49.795 92; of which have been paid by 
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auxiliary societies, $2 27,919 78, and $6,771 92, bv congregations 
and individuals, for the purpose of constituting their pastors mem- 
bers for life, and the residue by contributions from members, dona- 
tions, bequests, &c. It also appears, that the number of auxiliary 
societies, amount at the present time, to one hundred and nivety- 
two. The report contains an animating view of the progress and 
prosperity of the society, and furnishes the strongest motives to 
christians of all denominations, to unite with other kindred insti- 
tutions, in forwarding its benevolent efferts to distribute the scrip- 
tures among the destitute in our own and all other countries. 

Rarely, indeed, has a more interesting scene been witnessed, than 
that of which we are speaking. The assembly collected on the 
occasion was much more numerous than at either of the preceding 
years and of the highest respectability. Among the persons pre- 
sent, were his excellency governor Clinton, the honorable Smith 
Thompson, secretary of the. navy of the U. States, Gen, Matthew 
Clarkson and John Bolton, Esq. of Georgia, vice presidents of 
the society, han. Brockholst Livingston, one of the judges 
of the supreme court of this state, who as a mark of respect 
for the occasion, adjourned the court to attend the meeting, 
the mayor and recorder of the city, president Day, of Yale 
College, Connecticut, and a numerous body of the reverend 
clergy from this and other states. Among the peculiar gratifica- 
tions experienced by the society and its friends, we must not omit 
to mention that derived from the presence of their aged and vene- 
rable president. Being advanced beyond that extreme period of 
life which the scriptures emphaticaliy declare to be labour and 
sorrow, and having been for a large portien of the time, for several 
years past, confined to his room by severe bodily infirmity, he has 
twice in succession been able, by the blessing of God, to meet his 
brethren and friends on the anniversary of the society, ‘of which he 
may emphatically be called the parent as well as the most liberal 
and munificent benefactor, to preside at their meeting and to join 
with them in manifestations of sacred joy at the success of their 
united labours. Considering each opportunity as the last, he ap- 

ars like the prophet of old, to be ready and willing in deep and 
humble submission and gratitude, to say—“ Lord now lettest thou 
thy servant depart in peace.’ 

it is also with sincere pleasure that we notice the increasing at- 
tention of the friends of the institution, from other parts of the 
coultry, to its annual meetings. Satisfied as we are, that the so- 
ciety is rapidly advancing in usefulness and respectability, and that 
it will, before many years, be honourably ranked as an associate in 
bens volence with the great kindred societies in Great Britain and 
Russia, it is highly gratifying to meet at its anniversaries, its friends 
and patrons frem abroad, as well as from the city. The infor- 
mation which they receive of its progress and success, and which 
there 1s not a doubt they willin turn diffuse in their several circles 
and neighbourhoods, may be productive not a of satisfaction to 
themselves, but of solid benefit to the society. Through their instru- 
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mentality and exertions, uew friends t@ the institution, and new 
means for support and advancement, may be found and collected, 
and its exertions for the good of mankind be thereby greatly en- 
couraged and invigorated.
